MARCH ON AUSTRIA 


War Fever Provoked by Annexation 


of Bosnia and Herzegovina 


May Start Conflict 
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Belgrade, Oct. S.—Tho clamor for 


war with Austria-Hungary because of 
the occupation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina Is growing here constantly and 
scenes of wild enthusiasm aro beius 
witnessed on the streets of Belgrade. 


This morning a mob of demonstra- 


tors forced its way into the precincts 
of the palace and demanded to see 
King Peter. 


The attitude of the crowd was so 


Ihreatening that troops and gendarmes 
finally had to be called out. They sur- 
'rounded the palace and had to charge 
Bevcral times before the war-fevered 
patriots were dispersed. The patriots 
are very much dissatisfied with the 
tone of the protest of Servia against 
the occupation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 


They declare it lacks vigor and does 


not represent the feeling of the nation 
which would rather go to war than 
to accniiesce In this act of Austria- 
Hungary. There is a steady flow ot

This country, much engrossed by its 


own national campaign, is practically 
without Interest in the Cuban national 
elections, which will come on before 
long. The Washington administration, 
however, is 'not without interest in 
the outcome o£ the elections in Cuba. 
The outcome may and doubtless will 
have a vital bearing on the future of 
that Island as an independent nation. 
The result is expected to be close as 
it discloses the strength of the bitterly 
jealous political parties and it is very 
uncertain 
that 
the administration 


chosen will 'be able to ride out the 
storms of politics for any considerable 
period. 
Those 
who have 
closely 


watched the situation believe the 
withdrawal of American troops will 
mark the beginning of another season 
of turbulence. Some think the dura- 
tion of the republic may aqua! the 
first term of the newly elected presi- 
dent, especially if business conditions 
continue prosperous throughout that 
time. Others believe the withdrawa" 
of our troops will be the signal for 
fresh disorders that will necessitate 
speedy re-occupation. That such re 
occupation will follow within a com 
paratlvely short time in any event is 
the opinion of most of the military 
authorities, except those whose officia 
position compels them to adopt a mori 
hopeful view. Bureau of insular af 
fairs authorities state, however, tha 
the outlook for peaceful administra 
tion under a native government is bet 
ter than they had anticipated, an< 
that with fair luck it may reasonablj 
be hoped the island will succeed in 
maintaining its autonomy under satis 
factory conditions. They believe tha 
the downfall of the Palma govern 
ment might have been avoided hai 
there been a stronger hand at the 
helm. 
Nevertheless, it is unmistaka- 


ble that the more intelligent Cubans 
who are viewing the situation from 
Washington consider annexation at a 
comparatively early date certain. They 
do not contend that this will necessa- 
rily come about because of disorder, 
although that, they think, is likely. 
It may result, according to them, from 
considerations of commercial advan- 
tage pure and simple and the recogni- 
tion of the benefits that would accrue 
to Cuba through the establishment of 
free trade with the Unlied -StSates.

Filling Glasses 


In filling the glasses fill to the brim, for in the process of cooling 


they will shrink enough to allow for the pouring on of a quarter of 
an inch of melted paraffine, which will keep out the air and preserve 
the jelly. 


To Prepare the Paraffine. 


Get halt a pound of paraffin o and shave it into a pitcher cr small 


dish from which it can be easily poured and melt by suiting into hot 
vater or over the tea kettle. While the jelly is still warm pour a layer 
of paraffine over the top. It can then be covered -with the usual tin 
.cover or simply wrapped with paper, as there is no danger of spoiling- 
When needed for the table slip off the parafflne and pu: it away to be 
used again. 


The Comparative Co*t of Jelly. 


In estimating tie comparattvo cost of jelly and marmalade, jelly 


will be found to be -si-orth twice as much as the marmalade. 
Jelly 


costs about two-thirds of the price of the fruit used, -the marmalade 
one-third. 


Whera to Keep Jellies. 


All jellies sbonld be kept where it is cool and dark. If you have 


no dry cellar or dark closet, co^er the shelves of any cool closet with 
black cotton and hang a curtain of the same over the frnit.

, GET AFTER THE CHERRY SLUG 


There are two broods of the cherry 


slug, the firfit appearing -in June and 
the second in August or September.

A strong, big-framed, beefy, vigorous 
ow, -with a small milk yield, should 
ave a tendency to breed bulls, while" a 
leavy-milklng cow, whose frame is 
more or less exhausted by a big milk 
-ield, especially if she is served again 
oon after calving-, should have a tend- 
ncy to breed heifers. I do not mean 
o say that the "tendency" implies that 
very calf will be a heifer, but that 
he majority of the calves will be heif- 
rs. 
A friend of mine who is a consulting 
ihysician with a large practice, tells 
me that ho has noticed in families 
rhere the parents are delicate the girls 
nvarlably outnumber the boys. I am 
nclined to think it would be possible 
o Increase the tendency to breed heif- 
er calves by judicious breeding, but 
at the expense of constitution. 


I think the best way to get heifer 


calves is to have an old, slow bull—the 
ilower the better—with plenty of -work 
o do; whereas, if bulls are wanted, 
young, quick bulls should be kept, and

CELERY CULTURE IN THE NORTH 


I have good success In growing cel- 


ery for the market, and do not believe 
this profitable plant Is as generaliy 
grown as it should be. 


I plant the seed. in a bed in Mny 


after the ground is thoroughly warm 
I make the bed in rich, damp and not 
wet soil, pulverize It as finely as pos- 
sible and drill the seed scantily ii 
shallo wrows, eight inches apart. As 
high as 5,000 plants may be secured from 
one ounce of seed. 
The seed germi- 


nates slowly, often taking two weeks 
or more to appear above ground. If 
the weather becomes dry I partially 
shade the young plants with strips of 
.hin 
boards. 
'When three inches high 


[ clip off the tops of the leaves to make 
:he plants stocky. 
In six weeks I 


-ransplant into larger beds, clipping off 
the top root as well as leaves, and set 
them two inches .apart. In July I set 
the plants in rows five feet apart and 
eight inches apart in the row. When 
about a foot high I begin to draw earth 
against the rows and between 
the 


plants. Later this process is repeated 
until all the stalks and part of--the 
Ieav.es are covered. 
This keeps the 


stalks white and tender. 
When the 


growing season is over I place wide 
boards along- the sides of the rows to 
blanch the stalks still more. 


Unless the ground is richer than is 


necessary for most garden vegetables 
and is very moist celery will not give 
satisfaction. 
Unbleached ashes 
and 


well-rotted manure are the best fer- 
tilizers, and they must be applied lib- 
erally. 


Mucky or damp black land, properly 


dralned is best for celery. It is use- 
less to try to grow it successfully in 
dry upland unless the land can be 
properly Irrigated in some way.—Wil-

Clubroot attacks all varieties of the 


turnip or mustard family. The brown 
rot and the soft rot arc combatted by 
'otatlon of crops. Liming will clean 
he soil of tho clubroot parasite. 


Fall-plow the land, turning 
under 


ten tons of manure per acre. 
Work 


the. soil thoroughly In the spring and 
apply 1,000 pounds of finely powdered 
•ilaked lime per acre, with 400 to 600 
pounds of 
acid 
phosphate and 50 


pounds of nitrate of soda. 
Incorporate 


these thoroughly with the soil before 
seeding. 


Use about four pounds of seed to tho 


acre. Very large and plump seed will 
require five pounds to the acre, while 
small seeds will require less than three 
pounds. 


The plump seeds'will produce strong- 


er plants. Rutabagas and hybrids re- 
quire 21,. to 5 pounds of seed per acre 
and common turnips 2 to 4 pounds 
when the rows are 27 to 30 inches 
apart. 


The seeds germinate in about three- 


to four days after sowing. The seeds 
are sown at a depth ot % to % inch, 
the former in a wet season and the lat- 
ter in a dry season. Seed can readily 
be sown too deep. 


The results obtained by. the Colorado 


station during the first two years show 
that spwing on May 11 was over 100 
per cent better than sowing on June 12 
in the case of rutabagas and turnips. 


The stand of a root crop has great 


influence on the yield. To secure more 
plants it has been urged to make the 
rows closer. This eliminates the use 
of horse power machinery, necessitat- 
ing hand labor and rendering the crop 
unprofitable.

than 24-inch rows;" 30-inch rows are 
easier to cultivate, than 27-inch rows.

Creamery Butter-Makers'

n answering the question why farmers 
with cows buy hand cream separators 
says: 


He wants his own skim milk and 


wants it fresh and warm. 


He does not want to drive to the 


creamery at a particular hour every 
day in the year. 


The farmer of the future is going- to 


bo an educated man; 
hence all this 


howling and crying about the 
poor 


quality of butter made from hand sep- 
arator cream is not going to change 
his views so long as there is really 
nothing against the system. 


The facts show that by this system It 


ought to be possible to make cv«n bet- 
ter grade butter, and that the faults 
enumerated are simply the abuses of 
the system. 


The up-to-date butter maker will ar- 


range to ripen the cream at the farm 
and send a team out from the cream- 
ery to gather all cream reguarly. and 
not allow any to be hauled to tlio near-

.As with mangels, it is recommended ' 


that the effort be made to secure the 
maximum yield per row, and the use of 
30-irich rows is advised with plants 7 
to 8 inches asunder. Thin the com- 
mon turnips to three or four inches 
asunder if the variety grown is small, 
but six to eight inches are necessary 
for most of the varieties sown for stock 
feeding. 


The land must be kept free from 


weeds. 
Since the plants grow quickly 


not more than three or four cultiva- 
tions can be given, with intervals of 
seven to ten days, before the leaves 
meet in rows. 


Frequent shallow tillage will go a 


long-' way toward insuring success. If 
the plants appear stunted at any time 
they should be helped by applying 
about 50 pounds of nitrate of soda 
per acre. 


This should be applied when the 


leaves are dry, for if it comes" in con- 
tact %vith them when wet and dissolves 
it will burn them. The land should be 
cultivated as soon as possible1 after the 
application is made. 


A SENSIBLE FEEDING FLOOR 


A feeding floor will save its cost in 


one season. 
It is impossible to esti- 


mate the number of tons of corn that 
are wasted every year by being tram- 
pled into the mud and snow by hogs. 


The floor should be from four to six 


inches from the ground, built solidly 
of good timbers, and around the edge 
should be nailed tightly a 2x4 scantling 
to prevent the corn from being scraped 
oft into the mud.

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THE SHOP AND RAILROAD NEWS 


ADOPT BILL OF LADING. 
CHANGES AT MURRAY'S. 


Western Lines Follow Plan of East- 


ern Lines. 


New York. Oct. 
S.—All 
the 416 


roads In the official classification ter- 
ritory, extending v.-cst to the Missis- 
sippi and south to the Ohio river, will 
put into effect on November 1st. new- 
rules requiring all shipments to be 
made under a new form of bill of lad- 
lag, which has been approved by the 
Interstate commerce commission. 


Th« terms of the bill of lading de- 


termine the carriers' responsibility to 
the shipper in casu of damage or loss. 
It is the belief of the railroads that 
the new bill of hiding will greatly les- 
sen the friction between tho carriers 
and shippers In respect to claims for 
damages to freight. 


In order to force the use of the new 


form of bill of lading the railroads 
will make the acceptance of the new 
form a condition of accepting freight 
at published rates. 
A shipper who 


does not ship under thu new form of 
bill of lading will have to pay 10 per 
cent, additional to the published rat P. 


The western railroads have practic- 


ally decided to adopt the same uniform 
bill of lading that has been accepted 
by the eastern roads. It is understood 
that the western classification com 
mittee has asked the Interstate com- 
merce commission 
for 
authority to 


adopt the provisions of the eastern 
bill of lading on November 1st, In- 
stead of the classification provisions 
which they have filed. 


This action by the western roads is 


saJd to have greatly simplified the 
situation regarding the uniform bill 
of lading. Many ot the shippers were 
dissatisfied with tho eastern bill of 
lading because the western classifica- 
tion had eliminated the carriers' risk 
clause, which exacted a higher freight 
rate. The eastern bill of lading ex- 
acts a 10 per cent, advance in the 
regular rates if the bill of lading be 
not used.
